DAVID AND ABIJAH HUNT

Were early settlers at Greenville
They were merchants. They were there
as early as 1802, and controlled most of
the business of the town and surround
ings. They had stores in different parts
of the county for the accommodation of
the people. In 1807, while there was an
embargo on different articles of prime
necessity to our people, particularly cot
ton cards, Abijah Hunt, with bis great
foresight, sent to England and had 300
pair shipped to him her. Ihose cirds
were given away to the different settlers
who had none. This was characteristic
oi' the man. and has been so of the fam
ily ever since. Abijah Hunt was greatly
loved by the whole people. Hunt had
the misfortune, in 1811. to fight a duel
with Gov. Poindexter, aud was killed
Thus passed awayoucof our most noble
and enterprising men, and one who had
done what few would or could dare
to do.

David Hunt quit merchandising and
settled on a plantation near Rodney, where
he became well ott, and shared his earn
ings liberally. His property, at the be
ginning of the late war, was worth, I
presume, $000,000 in money, negro?s
and real esta-- e in Mississippi, Lousiana
and Uhio. ltS6 to IbOO he gave
Oakland College near one hundred thous
and dollars, besides leaving his children
all wealthy. The Chamberlain Hunt
Academy, at Port Gibson, is named in
honor of President Chamberlain and
David Hunt.

THOMAS WATSON

came from Virginia and settled a tract
of land near Church Hill, and another
north of Cole's Creek, neir the ancient
village of Shaakstown. This was about
the year 1794. Green had married be
tore leaving Virginia, ms wile was a
Miss Cabbell, who was a sister of Sain
uel J. Cabbell, w'ao was a Congressman
from Virginia iu 1800. Green was a
polished gentleman with a noble bear
ing. He was the second delegate in
Congress from Mississippi, aud was ap
pointed in 16UJ. fie tilled some minor
office, was well beloved by the people
aud served them faithfully. lie and
his wife have been dead mtny years
llis place of residence near Church Hill
now belongs to ' William Holmes, a na
tive ot the county, who was a connec
tion of Gen. Tom Hinds.

JOHX DEKNI3.

Dennis was from Virginia; came here
in 1800, and settled in the upper part of
oenerson. near itsa Liice. lie was a
man of fine education. Before coming
to the lerritory ot Mississippi he had
oeen a Representative iu the Legislature
of Virginia. In 1802 he was one of the
justices of the peace of the county, and
then a Representative. The old gentle-
man died about 1820, leaving a son,
James, who died about 1832. lhere are
manv of the Dennises here, descendants
of John Dennis and wife, even down to
the fifth generation. I hey have always
been a quiet, unassuming people, attend
ing to their own affairs. The old Den-
nis farm is now owned by D. B. Wade,
the county survey ot Jenerson county,
near what is known as lied Ijick neigh
borhood.

To bandy epithets after
that, is puerile and childish.

"B's" Response to President Grif
fith's Reply.

Editor Clarion:
1. I would not have called attention

to the proposition advanced by the Rev.
Sam Small, to-wi- t: that prohibition is

the common law of the States of the
American Union, unless he had ;chal
lenged contradiction and referred to the
License cases in 5 Howard's U. S. Re

ports to sustain him. The decision in

hese Cases announce no such doctrine,
as any one may ascertain for himself

by examining the book referred to in
the State Library. Mr, Small spoke

deliberately, as a lawyer, and intended
to say that in the absence of license

statutes, the sale of alcoholic liquors
would be unlawful. In this he was

badly mistaken. He is a better preach
er than lawyer.

2. "I stated that if the Stato received
no money from liquor license, we would
still require the same amount from the
State on the School Fund, and that our
taxes in Hinds county would not be
increased." This is the language which
Mr. Griffith admits having used. How
does he know that "if the State received
no money from liquor licenses we would

still receive the same amount from the
State on the School Fund?" The stat
ute, it is true, directs that any deficit in
the school fund shall be made up from
the general fund to the exten t of $300,
000. But suppose there be no money
in the general fund, how will the deficit
be made up?

The fiscal scheme of the State for the
years 1886 and 18S7 contemplated the
receipt in each year of $120,000, from
liquor licenses, or $240,000 in the two

years; and though the prohibition law
was passed in the belief that under its
operation the receipts from liquor
licenses would be much less than $240,
000 in the two years, the friends of the I

measure made no provision for supply
ing any deficiency. A mere declaration
that the deficit shall be made up from
the general fund, amounts to nothing,
when nothing has been done to put into
the general fund a sum sufficient to meet
the deficit in the school fund.

. A Legislature, no more than an indi
vidua, can do an impossible thing
Mr. Griffith proposes to close all the sa
loons if he can. That would make a de
ficit in January, 1888, of at least $120,000,
so that the Legislature which will meet
then will be required to make up that
deficit ($120,000) and provide for a like
deficit in 1889 and 1890. In 1889 a short
age of $240,000 would have to be raised,
and this would require an increase in
taxation of two mills. Would the people
stand it? But long before the Legislature
met the schools would have been seri-

ously crippled if not destroyed by lack
of funds to pay teachers.

I do not agree with Mr. Griffith that
the county does not need all the money
it can raise by taxation. Few persons do.

3. Dr. Andrews used the followingex
pression, substantially, at the first anti
prohibition meeting: "Who ot you
would object to paying 26 cents to get rid
of.the evils of the saloon f ' I understood
him to mean that each tax-pa- y er would
be required to pay only 26 cents more if
there were no income from the saloons.
A per capita tax of 26 cents would not
yield $120,000 annually, therefore his
question was without point.

4. "Certainly alcohol could be procur-
ed from a druggist on a physician's

the physician himself could
furnish any vinous, spirituous or malt
liquors to a patient needing the same"

says Mr. Griffith. But why inaugu-
rate at'this, late day the sale of alcohol
for medicinal purposes, instead of wine
and whisky and brandy ? It is an affront
to a physician who desirea to prescribe
wine, whisky or brandy, to tell him that
he shall prescribe alcohol, and it is no
less an affront to tell him that he shall
be the keeper of all wine, whisky and
brandy which he wishes to dispense, and
he shall give it away and not sell it to a
patient "needing the same." B.

The murder of Francisce Rasures,

.Mexican uaptam witnout a lormai
requisition, is a much more serious
matter than the trial of Cutting for
libel. He is a Mexican who had made

declaration of citizenship in Maverick
county, Texas, and was living at Eagle
Pass, where he was arrested on a charge

stealing horses in Mexico. Within
fifteen minutes after his arrest he had
been delivered to the Mexican authori
ties against his protest, and that night
he was murdered by Mexican Rangers
Concerning this case, Gov. Ireland
has teieerapbed Secretary Bayard: "If
this State and her people must depend
upon themselves for protection, the nec

essary redress can and will be obtained."

At the meeting of the Trustees of the
University of Mississippi, last week
Chancellor Stewart tendered his resign
tion, and the same was accepted.

The action of the
trustees will meet with very general
approval, and the members of the Fac
ulty can help to demonstrate its wisdom

by moving out among the people, and
making known the claims of the Uni
versity to a more general patronage,
The address of the Trustees, which
will be found in another column, admir
ably "states the case, and it should be
followed up by earnest and active work
on the part of trustees, faculty, aluran
and students. A strong pull, and
pull all together, cannot fail to matricu
late at least three hundred young men on
the opening day of the next session.

understand. About half way on the
road we came to a beautifully clear
stream, dammed up to run a mill, and
a more picturesque and wildly beautiful
place I never saw. These dark moun-
tain gorges and hardy mountaineers re
mind one forcibly of the tales of moon
shiners and their sometimes romantir- -

No one has ever said that Col. Hooker

watt a "fiffl Bandall Democrat" svhile

he was a member of Congress. That
would have been Jbad enough. But the

charge is worse than that. It is that he
is a Sam Randall Democrat now. He

may think that he is not, and' may de

ny the charge with all honesty, but it
can be proved on him, and we propose
now to do it. The demonstration shall
be so simple and so plain that even Col
Hooker himself can not misunder
stand it.

The annual surplus of revenue receiv

ed by the Government is something less

than $100,000,000. The tax on whisky
and tobacco yields annually $116,000,
000. Col. Hooker favors the repeal of

the tax on whisky and tobacco. If, aid
ed by Mr. Randall, he should secure its
repeal, instead of an annual surplus of

$100,000,000, there would be an aunual
deficit of $16,000,000. That is to say, if

there be taken from the estimated an

nual surplus of $100,000,000, theestitnat
ed yield "from the tax on whisky and
tobacco of $116,000,000. there will be

$16,000,000 less than nothing left.
Mr. Randall and Col. Hooker both

favor the repeal of the tax on wbisky
and tobacco. Mr.. Randall favors its
repeal because it will wipe out all sur

plus in the Government's income, and
prevent the tariff-refor- m members of
his party from reducing the taxes on
the necessaries of life. Col. Hooker
favors its repeal because, as he says, he
wants the surplus left in the pockets of
the people. But it must be plain that
though their motives may be different,
their object is the same, and that Col.
Hooker is as valuable a coadjutor to Mr
Randall as if he were actuated by the
same motive.

The Democratic party has been en

gaged in a long and earnest strife to re'
duce the taxe on the necessaries of life.
The argument with them has been that
the Government received annually
$100,000,000 more than was necessary to
defray expenses, and, to that extent, the
odious protective tariff on articles' of

necessity should be reduced; but if, be
cause of the repeal of the whisky and
tobacco tax, there shall be no surplus,
the argument on which the Democratic
party has predicated its demand for a
reduction of the war tariff, must fall to
the ground.

The position occupied by Mr. Randall,
is even more defencible than that occu

pied by Col. Hooker. He has intrO'
duced a tariff bill in the present House,
in which he only proposes to repeal the
tax on tobacco yielding annually some

$26,000,000, vhile Col. Hooker insists
on repealing the tax on whisky and
tobacco too, yielding annually $116,000,
000. Under Mr. Randall's bill the reve-

nue reformers could still claim with
reason that there should be a reduction
of the tariff duties on the clothes we
wear, the food we eat, and the tools we
work witti, to the extent of the revenue
derived from whisky some $90,000,000.
Under such a bill as Co!. Hooker would

introduce, were he in Congress, there
could be no reduction. Mr. Randall's
position is one of policy beyond doubt;
for he would include in his measure a
proposition to repeal the tax on whisker
as well as on tobacco, were he not con
vinced that it wouid receive but scant
support from any source. In this he
shows himself superior in sagacity to
Col. Hooker.

The whisky and tobacco tax is not

"crushing" as Mr. Morrison said, while
the odious war tariff is, and Col. Hooker
should not feel hurt because the people
resent his proposition to leave in the
pockets of the consumers of whisky and
tobacco, the unnecessary tax which the
men, women and children of the land
must pay on the necessaries of life.

The Clarion forgives Col. Hooker
for charging it with misrepresentation.
He knows not what he does. But what
does the following sentence in his letter
mean?

The University is the principal educa
tional foundation in the State. It owes

origin to the wise policy which once
gui(Jecl the people of the United Slates

the disposition of their splendid in- -

heritance. the public domain. It has
from this source a national endowment.
From its infancy it has been an object

ereat solicitude to the people of
the State, and a source of just
pride. No other institution of the
State, excellent as they are in their
erade and objects, proposes to give high
scholarship. We are by peculiar cir
cumstances divided in our business con
nections between business centers, but
we are united as one people in the Uni
versity, where all sections and ail classes
are represented, and where all influences
tend to give a distinctive character and
culture to Mississippi youth. It was
from this institution, broad and liberal

its scheme of education, we hoped to
send forth, in the fullness of time.
educated men who would take honorable
rank in any society of scholars and gen
tlemen. and assume leading functions
in the whole round of intellectual activ-
ities, the growth of Mississippi educa
tion and training and distinctly oc
own. lhese expectations nave peen
fully realized in the first fruits. No
institution of learning in any state lor
the same time and from the same num
berof students has contributed so many
men of note to politics, to journalism, to
the pulpit, to institutions of learning, to
the learned profession?, and to the very
best classes in unprofessional life. We
emphasize the contribution to the cause
of general education. Her graduates are
to be found in yourprolessorships, ami at
the head cf the finest high schools in the
State. University men constitute to
day a most effective and beneficial
force in society and in all public affairs,
State and National. There is hardly a
town of note, in the State.in which they
are not leaders, ror useiuiness, ior
weight and influencs, for all that gi"es
moral health and strength to a ccaie
and aid to carry it forward is the path
of elevated progress, they are unsurpass
ed by any body of men, the growth
of college training, in any country.

The capacity of the institution to ac
complish the object of its founders is
shown in a manner and degree wnicn
gives the most complete satisfaction.
Ihe offspring ot tne university now

mingled with the mass of our citizens,
illustrate the merits of the training aud
education bestowed upon them. hat
the University has done in the past it
can do in the future. It is fulfilling its
purpose, but that purpose is no nearer
completion than any other great purpose
looking to the elevation of human soct
ety, and to human progress, uenera
tions come and go, but each in the long
succession must take the impress of these
agencies improved and ever improving.
As the boundaries oi human Knowledge
are continually expanding, the educa
tion of to morrow must take a wider
range than that of to-da-

lhere is a wider and more energetic
movement for education now than at
any former period of the world's history.
Regarding ourown immediate surround
ings, tne nutnoer oi colleges oi mgn
grade in adjoining States has in recent
times very greatly increased, and thela- -

cilities for reaching them so greatly im
proved in time and safety, that a slight
advantage causes a rivalry, which, while
it is not to be regretted nor deprecated,
devolves upon us the necessity ot keep
ing the oalancein our favor; lor though
estate pride, all else Being equal, may
turn the scale, that sentiment is not as
powerful as that which parents feel
about the education of their children.
This rivalry tends to reduce the attend
ance of students at our University
Novelty has its accustomed sway, and
we are admonished that we must coun-
teract these influences. One thing may
be said on this head. The best equipped
institution of learning in the world be
comes useless without patrons. The most
perfect mill is valueless without the grist.
It was thought by some that, to Keep
our University above competition, very
sweeping changes were demanded in
the personnel of the professorships, while
others thought tbe institution could
maintain its ground with its present ap
pointments, and that at all events, the
changes made should be few and gradu-
al. The alumni of the University an in
fluential body numerously and freel
condemned any changes in what is
known as tbe old faculty. These men,
though having no official relations to
the university, speak with a certain
authority, due to the well found d
supposition that they are its trueht
friends, and are competent and trust
worthy advisers in all that relates to its
reputation and interests. The wisdom
of their advice in the present instance
remains to be tested. The action of the
trustees, whether influenced by it or not,
accords with it. The result of this ac
tion may be briefly stated. The Chancel
lor having resigned his post, and the
trustees not being prepared to name his
successor, it was resolved for the time
being, to confer the powers of the Chan
cellor on a member of the faculty, to be
chosen bv that body, and to be known
as "Chairman of the Faculty." Under
this arraugement the faculty made
m st judicious and felicitous choice in
electing Edward Mayes, the present pop-
ular and accomplished Law Professor of
the University, frofessor Wheat, for
merly Professor of Greek Language and
Literature, Dy ms own consent was
transferr d to the chair of Metaphysics,
and the chair thus vacated was failed by
the election of a distinguished scholar
and teacher, Professor Addison Hoge,
Ute Uieek iTottssor in llampden-bi- d

ney College.
The University is therefore equipped

for the work before it Tne trustees
have no request to make of the people
except tbat they will heartily sustain
their own University by patronage and
accept the assurance that it is full
worthy of it. It has been noticeable
for several years past tbat the graduate
class the Alumni ot the University
have been unable, trom sheer want of
attendance, to give any prominence to
to their annual meetings on the occasion
of the University Commencement. The
reputation of an institution of learning
is, in a great measure confided to this
"perpetual order of men." They never
cease to be a pari of it. Their annual
assemblage on the day of Exhibition is
regarded by the students as part of the
ceremony most important, as it is to
them the most pleasing, lhere are
numberless so called brotherhoods in the
multiplied movements of modern life,
but that between the student classes
and the graduate is one of the oldest
and least exclusive and least selfish
It stands without constitution or articles,
or creed, upon the bond of sympathy
between those who get their inspiration
from the same honored fountain, and
are animated by the aspiration to be-
come useful to tbeir country and to
mankind. At their last June meeting
the Trustees concerted measures with
the Alumni in attendance to secure a
full meeting of this body at the next
Commencement.

We repeat what is perhaps not well
known, that tuition at the University is
substantially free. Ihe interest on tbe
endowment fund, in round numbers, is
$33,000.00 annually. From this revenue
the salaries of tutors and professors are
paid, and this provision made room for
the practical abolition of tuition fees
and still would leave a balance which,
it was supposed, would serve to make
neeciul additions to the library and
chemical and philosophical laboratories
and apparatus, and supply the means
for necessary repairs and care of the
University grounds and buildings. We
fear that the growth of the University
in the matter of its library and other
appointments mentioned, will be stinted
under the wisest economy, but the
Trustees have striven to keen, the insti-
tution within tue limits of its resources.
1 For the merits of the discipline which

as undergone little change, the country
must form its opinion from the fruits
exhibited in iu graduates. It is as good
as it is in the best ordered Universities,
we fully believe.
